Canadian North- 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section uf, available 
Dominion land in Manitova, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at tne Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suo-; Agency 
for the District. ntry by proxy 


may be made at any Dominion L.ands} 


Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
On certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also S50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
Btead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre.  [)uties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300.

RED DEER RIDING - 


POWERFUL FORCES WILL BE 
BROUGHT INTO ACTION IN EF- 
FORT TO DEFEAT DR. 
MICHAEL CLARK. 


Spécial correspondent. to the Toronto 


Daily News. 

Edmonton, Noy. 1.—Every day con- 
ventions are being held at which mem- 
bers of the two-dld political parties 
place in the fleld a candidate support- 
ing Union Government. But no such 
gathering has aroused such Dontinion 
wide interest as that which nomina- 
ted Dr. Clark at' Red Deer. 

Dr. Clark's ‘influence on recent 
Canadian political developments is 
well recognized. I’rom the day of the 
outbreak of war he- has maintained 
an absolutely consistent attitude, and 
the lead which he has given to those 
Liberals who put aside all considera- 
tions of party loyalty and regularity 
when these conflicted with the inter- 
ests of the country and of the allied 
cause, should assure for hima perman- 
ent place of high honor in the record 
of Canada’s war-time effort. 

From the time that he came to ihe 
fore in this province it was perfectly 
understood by his friends and oppo- 
nents alike that he was no ori:mary 
type of politician. In the old country 
he was in close association with lead. 
ing public men, notably Sir Edward 
Grey, and so when he decided to be. 
come an “immigrant” (the term 
which Mr. Bourassa contemptuously 
applies to him), and to make a home 
for himself and his family of tour boys 
on an Alberta farm, three of whom are 
now at the front, he was no political 
novice, however elementary his know- 
ledge of farm life may have been. 


, AN ENGLISH GENTLEMAN. 

Like most Englishmen who settle 
in this country, and unlike most new- 
comers of other nationalities, he was 
careful to select land which had at- 
tractions from a home making as well 
He se- 
cured a location of singular beauty 
on the Little Red Deer River to the 
west of Olds. Some years ago he had 
a visitor who, after viewing the sur- 
roundings exclaimed: “Why, Dr. Clark 
you might think that this ‘was the 
home of a English gentleman.” The 
reply was prompt, “This is the home 
of a English gentleman.” 7 

His- first recorded appearance in 
Alberta at a political meeting was on 
the occasion of a visit of a speaker of 
considerable prominence to his neigh- 
borhood, with whose views he was for 
the most part in disagreement at that 
time. After the speaker of the even- 
ing had finished his effort he extend- 
ed the usual invitation to anyone in 
the audience who wished to answer 
him to take the platform. No one else 
coming forward, Dr. Clark, who was in 
his working clothes, did 30, and the 
visitor found more effective opposition 
than he had bargained for. 


HIS FIRST CAMPAIGN. 

In the first provincial election fol- 
lowing the granting of autonomy, that 
of the autumn of 1905, Dr. Clark was 
the Liberal candidate in Rosebud con- 
stituency. The day after polling he 
appeared to be the only candidate 
of his party in the province who had 
been defeated. Subsequently one 
other was counted out, the Conserv- 
ative representation in the Legisla- 
ture being but two members. In 1909 
after a hard fight he went to Ottawa 
as the representative of the new rid- 
ing of Red Deer and his course there 
is a matter of general knowledge. 

He gave his party effective service 
both in the house and outside it until 
the outbreak of the war. But with 
that event he immediately came to 
he conclusion that a new attitude was 
necessary to meet the new and criti- 
cal conditions. Even at that, as he 
pointed out at the Red Deer convent- 
ion the other day, he was not prepared 
to go as far as his leader, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, declared he was in the cessa- 
tion of the ordinary functions of an 
Opposition member. 

This was what Sir 
the House: 

“Speaking for those who sit around 
me, speaking for the wide constitu- 
ency which we represent in this House 
I hasten to say that to all these meas- 
ures we are prepared to give immedi- 
ate assent. Il, in what has been done, 
or in what remains to be done, 
there be anything in our judgment, 
should not be done or should be diffter- 
ently done, we make no objection. We 
offer no criticism so long as there is 
danger at the front.” 

When he heard these words, Dr. 


Wilfrid said to 


| Clark turned to a fellow member and 


registered dissent. The chief went 
further, he said, than he could g0. He 
was not willing to cease criticism, 
but he would confine himself to con- 
structive criticism. 

HELPING THE GOVERNMENT 

Sir Wilfrid soon changed his atti- 
tude, but Dr. Clark contends that he 
has not changetl his. Such criticism 
as he has made has heen with the idea 
of helping imperfections in its policy, 
but he was “Iso willing to Bive it cred- 
it for its solid achievements. His 
tribute to Sir Robert Borden over a 
year ago, which perhaps more than 
anything else served to make him un- 
popular with his Liberal colleagues, 
Was as unique as it was deserved. 

“IT have all along questioned, he 
told the convention last week,” wheth- 
er the old Admifistration make any 
more mistakes than any other body 
of men would have done in the face 
of an immense and unexpected cata- 
clysin. It is the part of the generous 
opponent to recognize this.” 

Not only did he champion the Mili- 
tary Service Bill with all the force 
at his command, but practically all 
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the ‘Other war-time measures, which 
those charged whth the responsibility 
of conducting Canada’s part in the 
war thought necessary, had the sup 
port of his yoice and his vote. 
Feeling against him among the or 
ganization Liberals reached its cul 
mination at the party convention ir 
Winnipeg in August. At a prelimin 
ary caucus of the Alberta delegate: 
his defence of his course was receiver 
in silence. At a public meeting tha 
evening his name was hooted. Cer 
tain Quebec papers said the next day 
that his political career was over. 


FOR UNION GOVERNMENT. 

Shortly afterwards he withdrew a: 
the Liberal candidate in Red Deer anc 
a new convention was called. Num 
erous friends urged that he shoul 
allow. his name to be progosed. Twe 
of the four Liberal dailies of the pro 
vince, The Calgary Albertan and The 
Lethbridge Herald, urged the conven 
tion to renominate him. He appearec 
there and stated that he would be : 
candidate only if chosen at a non 
party gathering which would suppor 
a union government. Hon. Frant 
Oliver was present, criticized Dr 
Clark's course strongly, made his now 
famous attack on Sir Arthu?> Currie 
and the upshot was that the forme 
provincial member for Lacombe, Mr 
Puffer, who had been defeated in June 
was chosen as the Liberal candidate 


PROUD TO HAVE HIM. 

It was then that Dr. Clark receivec 
the invitation from Mr. F. R. Lalor 
M.P. for Haldimand, to be the win 
the-war candidate in that Ontario cou 
stituency. It was intimated to him 
that there were numerous, other con 
stituencies, both in the east and the 
west which would be proud to have 
him as their member. But in the 
meantime Liberals and Conservative: 
in Red Deer who were in sympath) 
with him took measures to again put 
him in the fleld there. Mr. J. F. Day 
the Conservative nominee, announce 
ed his retirement in Dr. Clark’s favor 
Mr. F. W. Galbraith, editor of the Red 
Deer Advocate, resigned the presi- 
lency of the Red Deer Liberal Asso- 


‘ciation and declared himself a sup 


porter of the late member. A prelim. 
inary. organization. was effected and 
the recent convention ‘was the result. 

The hall ordinarily used for conven- 
tion purposes in Red Deer was alto- 
zenther too small for the crowd that 
zathered from all parts of the large 
viding, and the Armouries building 
vas resorted to. A leading Liberal, 
Mr. R. L. Gaetz, presided, and was 
made the permanent president of the 
Win-the-War Association of the con- 
stituency. The former Conservative 
tominee, Mr. J. F. Day, proposed Dr. 
Clark’s name and the seconder was 
Mr. Galbraith. Full adherence to the 
platform .of the union government was 
expressed by resolution. 

NO TI€ACE OF DIVISION. 

The two old parties were repre- 
sented in about equal numbers but 
there was not the slightest trace of 
the old division in the proceedings 
Dr. Clark's speech of acceptance was 
a powerful defence ot, his” position, 
and a fervid appeal for support of 
the Government, and whole-hearted 
prosecution of Canada’s part in the 
war. 

Quite apart from the war, he de- 
clared at one stage, the Canadian 
people had grown tired of the old 
methods of conducting politics. The 
statement was loudly evidence avail- 
able on every hand in this part of 
the Dominion. Such a movement as 
has resulted in this nomination is re- 
cognised as having a definite and 
great issue behind it, and the spirit 
manifested by the delegates is typical 
of what, under the incentive given by 
the formation of the new adininis- 
tration at Ottawa, is coming into play 
all through the West. 

BETTER POLITICS. 

No one could be present at this 
Red Deer convention and not be con- 
vinced that a new era of better poli- 
tics had arrived in Canada. These 
men and women had assembled, not 
as the agents of a party machine, 
not because they were looking for 
anything for themselves in the way 
of Government favers. They had for- 
gotten their small differences of the 
past and were anxious simply to ad- 
vance the public interest and protect 
the public honor. 

As nowhere else in the country, the 
fight between the old and the new con- 
ceptiong of politics is clearcut in Red 
Deer. The leadership of Dr. Clark 
has been such that the eyes of all 
Canadians, in the East as in the West 
will be on the Constituency. That 
powerful forces will be brought into 
action to bring about his defeat goes 
without saying, but so far as can be 
gathered from te delegates and from 
other sources of information, there is 
no question of his triumphant return. 

The cartoon published recently by 
The Daily News, showing Hon. Frank 
Oliver as a cowboy engaged in an at- 
tempt to lasoo a Red Deer, is being 
widely circulated in the riding. “Place 
all Bets on the Deer!" was its caption. 
It is growing safer all the time to 
follow the cartoonist's advice.

‘PETROGRAD IN HANDS - 


GARRISON. AT THE .CAPITAL 
WENT OVER TO THE ENEMY 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—The Maximalists 


have obtained control of. Petrograd 


and issued a proclamation saying the ‘ 


new government will propose immed- 
late peace, the semi-official Russian 
news agency announces. 

The Maximalists were assisted by 
thé Petrograd garrison, which made 
possible a coup d'etat without blood- 
shed. 

A proclamation sent out through the 
wireless stations of the Russian gov- 
ernment today and picked up: here, 
states that the garrison and prole- 
tariat of Petrograd have deposed the 
Kerensky government. - 


ISSUES DECLARATION. 


Leon Trotsky, president of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Petrograd 
council of soldiers’ and workmen's 
delegates, issued a declaration to the 
effect that the provisional government 
was no longer in existence, and that 
some of its members had been ar- 
rested, The preliminary parliament 
has been dissolved. 

An Exchange Telegraph dispatch 
from Petrograd says a strong detach- 
ment of troops of the soldiers and 
workmen's delegates occupied the Bal- 
tic railway station and that the gov- 
2rnment commandeered all motor cars 
sonfining the troops to the barracks. 

The Russian news agency, which, as 
reported last night, was seized by 
‘he Maximalists, sends the following 
lispatch from Petrograd dated 9.50 
Yclock last evening: 

The day brought certain changes 
in the general situation in the capital. 
fhe Maximalist movement made fresh 
ind fairly appreciable progress, but 
10 disorders have taken place. 

Towards 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
che military revolutionary committee 
of the soldiers’ and workmen's dele- 
zates issued a proclamation stating 
that Petrograd was in its hands, 
shanks to the assistance of the garri- 
3on, which enabled the coup d'etat 
‘o be brought about without blood- 
shed. 


WHAT THEY PROPOSE. 


The new government propose an 
immediate and just peace, will hand 
‘he land to the peasants, and will 
summon the constituent assembly. 

Delegates from the three Cossack 
‘egiments quartered here declared 
hey would not obey the provisional 
zovernment and would not march 
igainst the soldiers’ and workmen's 
lelegates, but that they were prepared 
‘oO maintain public order. 

The Petrograd council of soldiers’ 
tnd workmen's delegates held a meet- 
ng this ‘afternoon at which M. Trot- 
sky made his declaration that the 
sovernment. no longer existed: that 
some of the ministers had been arrest- 
sd and that the preliminary parlia- 
nent ad been dissolved. 

Nikilai Lenine, who received pro- 
onged cheers, outlined the three pro- 
Yems now before the Russian Here | 
yeracy: 

First, immediate conetanion of the 
var, for which purpose the new gov- 
3wnment propose an armistice to the 


»elligerents; secondly, the handing 
over of the land to the peasants; 
chird, settlement of the economic 


crisis.” 

At the close of the sitting a declar- 
ition was read from the representa- 
‘ives of the Minimalist party of the 
soldiers’ and workmen's delegates, 
stating that the party disapproved of 
the coup d'etat and withdrew from 
the council of soldiers’ and work- 
men’s delegates. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 


PETROGRAD, Nov. 7 (delayed).— 
The Maximalist movement toward 
3eizing authority, rumours of which 
had been agitating the public mind 
aver since the formation of the last 
coalition cabinet culminated last 
night, when, without disorder, Mavxi- 
malist forces took possession of the 
telegraph offices and the Petrograd 
telegraph agency. 

Orders issued by the government 
for the opening of the spans of the 
bridge across the Neva were oyer- 
ridden by the military committee of 
the council of soldiers’ and workmen's 
lelegates. Communication was_ re- 
stored after several hours of inter- 
ruption. Nowhere did the Maximal- 
ists meet with serious opposition. 

An effort by military men to dis- 
perse crowds gathered in the Nevsky 
and Leany Prospects during the even- 
ing provoked a fight in which one man 
is reported to have been killed. 


SUPPRESSED EXCITEMENT. 


Minor disturbances, some of them 
accompanied by shooting, occurred 
in various quarters of the city. A 
number of persons are reported to 
have been killed or wounded, but 
there is no confirmation. 

This morning four pattols of 
soldiers, sailors, and civilians in the 
streets maintaining order. Further 
than a continuation of suppressed ex- 
cit@ment the streets of the city pre- 
sented no unusual aspects. The 
shops and banks which have opened 
for business hegan to close up about 
noon. 

Shortly after noon a Soviet force 
occupied the telephone’ exchange, 
where a small guard had _been stat- 
joned for weeks. An effort by the 
government forces to retake the ex- 
change led to a brief fusilade, in which 
it is believed many casualties result- 
ed. The Maximalists remained in 
poSsession of the building.

WOUNDED ALBERTA 
NON-COM HAS. PERIL- 
OUS RIDE ON RUNAWAY 

MUNITIONS TRAIN 


OTTAWA, Nov, 10.—The military 


department issues the following art- 
{cle contributed by Roland Hill from 
war headquarters in France with the 
Canadian railway troops: 

“In the present phase of warfare on 
the western front, when trench lines 
have practically disappeared and ad- 
vanced posts have taken their place, 
the Hun artillery does not attempt 
the old front line barrages that made 
life in the trenches so uncomfortable. 
It is that section immediately behind 
these new posts that come in for 
Fritz’s constant attention, and it is 
in this area that the Canadian rail- 
way troops have been winning great 
praise from all sections of the army. 

A colonel of Peace River fame, and 
his battalion from Alberta, have one 
of those areas to look after. In a 
district which can be compared in size 
to Vancouver and Burnaby Lake they 
have constructed nearly 150 miles of 
light railway. The men and_= guns 
ahead never want for anything. 

During one of the recent attacks 
Sergt. Oscar Samson, of Alberta, was 
seriously wounded in the arm. In- 
stead of trekking for medical assist- 
ance back in the rear he attempted 
to “carry on” at his job of mending 
lines. Finally his arm got so painful 
he decided to go forward on the track 
that had been mended to an advanced 
dressing station he knew of. Samson 
climbed on a tractor, which was haul- 
ing a trainload of Stokes’ gun ammun- 
ition. When they got over a junction 
near the front line both guard and 
driver were wounded by splinters from 
a high. explosive -shell. The little 
train had made the crest of the grade 


‘and was gathering momentum every 


second with the driver of the tractor 
hanging mp and unconscious on_his 
seat. Samson pulled him up to a place 
of safety and shut off the engine, but 
the heavy train had too much head- 
way to be stopped and in addition 
the brake gear had been blown away

KERENSKY MAY GO TO MOSCOW. 


The general opinion here among 
those in positions to be best informed 
of Russian affairs is that Kerensky 
and his followers will probably at once 
set up a new government at Moscow, 
leaving Petrograd to the Maximalists 
and those troops who adhere to them. 
An armed clash is counted among the 
first probabilities, but it {s said here 
that the greater part of the army is ex- 
pected to remain loyal to the Keren- 
sky government. Whether the new 
revolt will go the quick. way of the 
Korniloff rebellion no one here ven- 
tures to predict; the realization is 
that it is infinitely more serious. The 
outcome and Russia’s part in the next 
years of the war, while she recovers 
her fighting power, no one here as- 
sumes to contemplate at this time. 


NEW TASK FOR WAR COUNCIL 


The war council of the co-belliger- 
ents, just about to assemble in Europe 
to arrange policies of co-ordination 
of fighting forces is now faced with 
a new: and great problem at its very 
outset.

age in the purchase of Government 
supplies. 

Civil service reform, which is the 
first plank in the new government’: 
platform, is a policy which, translated 
into effect, will do more than any onc 
single measure to revolutionize poli 
tical life in Canada for the better. 
Patronage preference in appointments 
to office has been a curse to Cana 
dian public life. It has made our poli 
tics low and petty and sordid, has 
given politics a wrong meaning in the 
minds of the people, and has made 
the very word “politician” a term ol 
reproach, thus endangering the integ 
rity and solidity of our government. 

Civil service reform, reform that 
will eliminate “pull” and party favor- 
itism as the only qualifications neces. 
sary for the acquirement of jobs in the 
public service, and substitute in their 
stead merit, integrity and ability, will 
purify public life as nothing else can 
will fasten upon {he popular con. 
sciousness a new and more healthy 
meaning of government, and will make 
for greater honesty and efficiency in 
national service. 

Hardly less beneficial to the nation 
should be the decision already arrived 
at, to eliminate all patronage lists 
from the various departments of the 
Government. Patronage lists, that is 
to say, lists of partizans of the Gov- 
ernment in power, kept at all Govern- 
ment Departments for preference in 
the letting of contracts and the pur- 
chase of supplies, have existed in Can- 
ada since Confederation. Sanctioned 
by Canadian leaders from Sir John 
McDonald to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and 
entrenched by custom, the — practice 
has eaten its way into the very heart 
of our political system, with most dis- 
astrous results for the honesty and 
efficiency of the public service. All 
the great and petty scandals that have 
degraded Canadian politics have had 
their source in this patronage. And 
mainly because of the old, unreason- 
ing partizanship, the partizanship 
whose creed was that to the victor be- 
longed the spoils, no Government ever 
dared to relinquish such a weapon as 
the partonage list in retaining office 
and power. 

With the two parties united and 
Partizanship dethroned, the new gov- 
ernment is in a position to bring about 
the reform that the party practically 
made impossible. No longer will gov- 
ernment contracts be the sole pre- 
serves of party vampires and bosses. 
nor purchase of public supplies the 
medium through wich men who feed 
at the political trough shall fatten at 
the nation’s expense. For the elim- 
ination of patronage lists means that 
in the future the country's business 
will be transacted in a business-like 
way, that waste and extravagance and 
rake-offs have come to an end, that 
greater honesty and efficiency must 
prevail. 

Let the country be thankful that 
union as brought about such a whole- 
some change.

HUN GONSPIRITORS: ARE 
PREPARING SUBTLE 
BLOW AGAINST THE 
ALLIES 


BRING PUBLIC OPINION TO 
- WANT PEACE. 


PARIS, Oct. (By mail)).—The kais- 
er and his fellow conspiritors are at 
this moment preparing to launch 
against the allies the subtlest, but at 
the same time most powerful blow 
since the criginal one struck in the 
summer of 1914. 

The fall of Riga marked the be- 
ginning of the downward swing. The 
collapse of Russia leaves the way 
clear. Only by the clevarest work 
by the remainder of the allles can 
the blow be parried, for it is now prac 
tically certain that what Wilhelm 1 
and his junkers aim at is nothing less: 
than enlisting, by a crafty stroke, the 
public opinion in allied nations tc 
bring about what they desire. 

And what they desire, in one word 
is peace. 

Such is the meaning of the Russiar. 
debacle. 

On its face the proposition appears 
not only supremely impudent, but im 
possible. In reality it may .be very 
simple. The intellectuals in Russiz 
feared this thing before the Czar Nico 
las abdicated his throne. For a mo 
ment it seemed that the new demo 
cracy might ward off the danger. Ther 
shaos came and opened wide the door 
leaving the great Empire—or Repub 
lic— absolutely at the mercy of he) 
enemies and incidentally bronght tc 
the allies as a whole the greatest dan 
ger they have had to face since the 
start of the war. 

Before Christmas the kaiser is al 
most sure to pose again as the onc 
great apostle of peace. He will try 
to bring about the end of the war at 
the expense of Russia and the Balk 
ans. Of that I am convinced afte) 
what I heard in Russia and among 
Scandanavian neutrals. His offer oi 


| peace will be the most velvety thing 


ever seen, the cunningest piece o! 
Machiavelism that was ever put forth 
to trap less wary souls. 

The next few weeks will se Prussia 
reaping in Russia the harvest fo) 
which she has been preparing intens 
ively for years, and more especiall) 
since 1914. This country of 170,000,006 
people is now threatened with com 
plete open subjugation to her south 
ern neighbor of 70,000,000, who har 
had her in more or less secret subjug: 
ation for scores of years. When the 
kaiser has Russia just where he wants 
her, his peace bid will come. 

The bid to be expected will fall up 
on the world about like this: 

“What an awful, awful thing, this 
war!" the kaiser will say. “I have 
never wanted it. From the very first 
it has made my heart bleed to see the 
flower of the world’s youth march 
away to battle to become mere can. 
non fodder. Why, oh why, can’t we 
get together and stop all this slaught 
er! I grieve for the French and Brit 
ish and the Italians who have died ir 
this horrible war. And poor Belgium 
and Serbia and Rumania! How Jeep 
ly I pity them. 

“Some courageous figure, strength 
ened by Almighty God, and arme¢ 
with a sense of righteous duty, musi 
offer himself as a sacrifice. I am that 
man. Speaking for my noble peuple 
Iam willing to give up conquests, wo. 
the steelhard will to victory of my 
brave soldiers to pave the road tc 
peace. I will even give indemnities.’ 

Tr shor’, the kaiser is likely to offer 
to yield--on paper unt appurenity-- 
pisciically everything Sogtand. Piane 
Italy, America and toe rest are figtt 
fig for in order to put an end to a 
war which slowly, b2* surely is strang 
ling the life out of ths scntral powers 
He is likely to put his peace proposals 
in such a pious and sanctimonious light 
Maat the great public of the wor'd may 
be, for the time, abse'acely taken in 

He {s counting on the public failing 
tc recognise that Germans has Bu! 
garia and Turkey absolutely unuei 
her thumb; that Austria has Icom 
a vassal state; that Germany will ve 
mand all her colonies back in returr 
for getting out of France and Belgium 

Such a peace would mean that Ser. 
bia and Rumania would come out ol 
the war entirely at the mercy of the 
Central Powers. Any treaties signed 
by the present German government 
would not be worth te paper upon 
which they were written, and “a 
world made safe for democracy,” and 
all such phrases would still be ag 
sounding brass, And last of all, Rus 
sia is under the German thumb. Sum. 
med up, Germany would come out of 
the war mightier than ever. her pres. 
tige higher. When she threatened the 
world would tremble. Her navy 
would be intact, and a new merchant 
fleet added to what is left of the old 
would place far and away ahead of 
all other countries in the sea-borne 
trade. 

The kaiser is counting on the pres- 
ent Russian situation to pave the 
way for him to yield on the western 
front yet make a big coup in the eact. 
This subtle blow must be watched 
for and countered. The peace-at-any- 
pricers and war wearies in Allied 
countries have given him his cue. It 
is up to the public rather more than 
the government to frustrate him.
